Ruch year there arc many thousands 
of cows, horses and sheep that die from 
sickness or accident th at have hides on 
th at will bring good prices if taken off 
properly and prom ptly salted, ami s**nt 
to market. 
It is more im portant to salt 
hides taken from dead anim als than 
those 
that ar** slaughtered, for til** 
sticking draws out most of th** blood 
from th** hides a- well as the meat of 
such. 
Not so w ith the anim al that dies 
w ithout being bled, hence the necessity 
of prompt and well salting. 
To do this 
it requires a bucket of salt to a gmul 
sized hide, smaller in proportion. 
Su ch 
hides, if well taken off anti not cu t with 
holes, w ill bring full value. 
As a large 
cow, bull or steer hide brings from $4 to 
$6, horse (hides half that much (small 
ones in proportion), sheep p**lt> from 5) 
cents to HOO and calf skins 75 cents to 
81.50, you see how it pays to save them. 
T h e wool from dead sheep, when th-* 
hide is spoiled, is worth saving also. 
Some people think they cannot afford 
to take one or mer** good farm papers, 
and yet a cow or horsehide saved will 
pay several years subscription.
